Hardening of the arteries or 
atherosclerosis is the major cause 
of death today. The walls of the 
arteries become the site of mushy 
deposits of fat and calcium which 
bulge into the stream of blood and

gradually narrow it to a trickle. 
Final blockage of the vessel may 
be due to clotting of the trickle 
of blood flowing through the nar- 
rowed artery. Blockage of arteries 
to the heart muscle causes cor- 
onary thrombosis or heart at- 
tacks, while blockage of major 
vessels to the brain causes strokes. 


Recent studies have shown that 
whereas atherosclerosis is espe- 
cially common in Western Europe 
and North America, it is relative- 
ly uncommon in Central America, 
Southern Europe .and in_ the 
Orient. The common denominator 
in these studies appears to be the 
diet and it would seem that where 
people consume fewer calories and 
less of their calories as fat, their 
blood fats, especially cholesterol, 
are lower, and atherosclerosis is 
rare. 

That this is not a racial factor 
has been shown in a number of 
studies. When people whose die- 
tary fat intake is habitually low 
(be they impoverished Spaniards, 
South Africans, of Indian descent, 
or Yemenite Jaws) are placed on 
a high fat intake, their blood fats 
go up and their arterial troubles 
presumably begin. 

It is difficult to separate the in- 


fluence of excess calories and ex-|. 


cess fat, as fats are a very rich 
source of calories (each gram of 
fat yields 9 calories as compared 
to 4 calories:from a gram of carbo- 
hydrate or protein). However, 
there seems little doubt that either 
excess calories or excess fat will 
cause a rise in the blood fats, If 
excess calories are burned up by 
heavy work or exercise, they do 
not appear to contribute to the 
formation of increased amounts of 
blood fat. 


Recently there has been a good 
deal of interest in the fact that 
certain vegetable oils may be tak- 
en in large amounts without ele- 
vating the blood fat levels. When 
they are given in place of. butter 
fat and meat fats, the blood fat 
levels go down. We do not as yet 
know what happens to the blood 
fats which disappear from the 
blood. Some data suggests that 
cholesterol is transferred to the 
liver and is excreted in the bowel. 
Vegetable oils also contain a sub- 
stance called sitosterol which 
competes with or combines with 
cholestrol and removes it from the 
body. : 

It should be realized, however, 
that the haphazard addition of 
large amounts of vegetable fat 
calories to the diet withaut any: 
other change in the pattern of ‘the 
diet will only result in obesity and 
may even aggravate arterial dis- 
eases,

Simple toys to 
amuse children 


The Saskatchewan Department 
of Public Health has launched a 
project for the provision of safe 
play areas for farm children, The 
project was announced during 
Saskatchewan Farm Women’s 
Week by the department’s’ health 
education director, Christian 
Smith. 


The need of safe play areas for 
children has been indicated by the 
large number of children involved 
in farmyard accidents with ma- 
chinery, trucks, cars, and live- 
stock, Mr. Smith said. 


The health department suggests 
fenced-off areas within view of 
kitchen windows where young 
children can play in_ relative 
safety. It also proposes provision 
of simple play equipment, which 
can be bought or which can -be 
made at low cost by farm parents. 
Free sketch plans of equipment 
such as demonstrated at Farm 
Women’s Week are available from 


the Health Education Division, 
Health and Welfare Building, 
Regina. 


Mr. Smith said that one farmer 
explained the tendency of some 
farmers to take young children on 
tractors and other machines while 
working in the fields as being due 
to the fact that there was so little 
fun for: children on farms, 


“City children wouldn’t have 
very much fun either if their par- 
ents made no provision for them 
in supervised playgrounds, 
YMCA’s which cost large sums of 
money, and paddling pools,” Mr. 
Smith said. “Rural parents can 
make simple, inexpensive equip- 
ment in’ enclosures. Children actu- 
ally do not need much to keep 
them amused, They can play hap- 
pily for hours with a pile of dirt, 
some spoons and a tin pie plate.” 


diets high in fat predispose to 
rapid clotting of the blood and 
this may play a role in the block- 
age of narrowed vessels.of the 
heart or brain in atherosclerosis. 
Much of our present knowledge 
of diet in atherosclerosis is con- 
fused and confusing. This much, 
however, seems clear—too many 
calories which are not used up by 
exercise are bad for our arteries. 
If they are derived from an ex- 
cessive amount of fat in the diet 
(and we habitually consume an 
excess of fat) they appear to be 
especially bad for our arteries. 
The sensible thing to do then ap- 
pears to be regulation of the diet 
in ‘calories, conservation of an 
ideal body weight and a reason- 
able amount of exercise, This pre- 
scription should keep our minds 
alert and our arteries supple.

“PITY THE POOR CONSUMER” 


Consumers going out today to 
buy a sweater are faced with an 
ever -widening and_ bewildering 
array of sweater fibres, as well as 
an even wider range of prices, ac- 
cording to Harriet Brennan, tash- 
ion reporter. : 

She points out that government 
labelling regulations require that 
sweaters be identified as wool, 
Botany, Orlon, Ban-Lon, nylon, 
etc., but that sweaters made from 
these fibres are:sold at different 
ends of the price scale. “How is 
the consumer to know the differ- 
ence in quality and performance 
between one retailing at $1.99 or 
$9.98?" she asks. 

She fears consumers — buying 
poorer quality will blame their 
disappointments on the fibre con- 
tent of the sweaters. She thinks 
the sweater industry should evolve 
a system of quality grading “like 
that used by people who sell meat 
tery red and blue grades A and 

We disagree with Miss Bren- 
nan’s proposed solution to the 
problem, because 'we feel the con- 
sumer would have to pay fo: it. 
Grading the endless variety of 
sweaters produced will require a 
lot of extra work, inspection, 
labelling’ and so on, bound to 
raise the prices of the finished 
product. 7 

The Canadian Association of 
Consumers has recognized this 
problem and offers a logical an- 
swer. “Shoppers get what they 
pay for,” the CAC has bluntly 
told its members. “If low price is 
the prime factor in a purchase, it 
is reasonable to expect the article 
has been cheapened in some way 
in order to keep the cost down, 
and therefore it cannot’ give the 
most satisfactory service.”

Sub-committees 
to study 
river pollution 


A special sub-committee of the 
provincial government’s sanitary 
commission was established re- 
cently to meet with a committee 
of the Greater Winnipeg Sanitary 
District to discuss the formulation 
of a uniform policy regarding 
pollution in the rivers in Greater 
Winnipeg, Hon. George Johnson, 
minister of health and public wel- 
fare, said recently. 

Dr. Johnson met with Sanitary 
district representatives who will 
seek the establishment of a sub- 
committee of their group to meet 
with .the provincial committee. 

The minister said the two com- 
mittees will study the whdle 
question of jurisdiction in pollution 
matters in Greater Winnipeg and 
will make recommendations to the 
government as to how this dupli- 
cation of authority can be avoided 
and how best to handle the over- 
all problem. 

Mayor Stephen Juba, who repre- © 
sented the Sanitary District, said 
the step is an important one to- 
ward reducing pollution in the 
rivers.

As if they didn’t have enough 
troubles with such things as the 
weather, over production 
mounting’ costs, Canada’s farmers 
have another modern-day worry: 

Girls! The lack of them, 

Dr. Helen C, Abell, rural sociolo- 
gist with the Canada Department 
of Agriculture, says that free and 
compulsory education and other 
far-reaching economic, and social 
changes have brought about some 
new aspects of rural life. 

One phenomenon ‘is that in some 
areas of Canada there is a scarcity 
of unmarried women—a cause of 
concern not only to bachelors,, but 
to community organizations and 


rural women are obtaining the 
training and education which fits 
them for work and professions in 
urban centers. 

Dr. Abell points out that 80 out 
of 100 Canadians were rural dwell- 
ers. In 1956, this figure had shrunk 
to 33 out of 100 and of these only 
about half were actually living on 
farms. 

As Canada grows in population 
and industry, the proportion. of 
rural people is getting smaller, 

Although there are fewer farms 
each year, the average number of 
acres per farm is increasing and 
this keeps the total arnount of land 
under cultivation almost constant. 
With many agricultural products, 
Canada produces more than can 
be eaten at home. 

What does it all mean? For one 
thing, says Dr. Abell, it means 
that fewer and fewer farmers: are 
able to supply more and more non- 
farmers with essential food and 
fibre. :

EDMONTON — Last week’s 
announcement of a major hydro 
and water storage project in re- 
mote country southwest of Ed- 
monton came as welcome news 
to the Alberta government. 

It gives the province an 
easy way out of one of its most 
pressing problems—pollution of 
the North Saskatchewan River 
downstream from Edmonton 
during the winter months when 
the water level drops. 

If Calgary Power Ltd. hadn’t 
decided to make an immediate 
start on the project, the govern- 
ment sooner or later would have 
been forced to undertake its own 
pollution control measures and 
it almost certainly would have 
cost the taxpayers more. 

As it is, the government will 
make a contribution to the pro- 
ject. Calgary Power normally 
would have waited another 10 
years or so before starting the 
project, but under government 
urging will begin construction 
this year. In return, the govern- 
ment will build an access road 
into the site. Still under discus- 
sion is the extent to which the 
province will compensate Cal- 
gary Power for downstream ben- 
efits.

WE MUST PRAY 

In 2 Kings 6: 8-23 we see how 
a man of God did more. for the 
defence of a nation than: an army. 
When the king of Syria would 
plan to piace his army in a cer- 
tain place Elisha would warn the 
king of Israel in udvance. The 
king of Syria was sore troubled 
about it so he sent a force to 
capture Elisha. But Elisha prayed 
unto the Lord, “Smite this people, 
I pray thee, with blindness.”’ Then 
he led them into Samaria, the 
capitol of Israel. He prayed that 
their eyes might be opened. The 
king of Israel would have liked 
to have them slain but Elisha for- 
bade it. He instructed that they 
be well fed and sent home, So 
the bands of Syria came no more 
into the land of Israel. 

Today we need more people who 
can pray. Hitler was smitten with 
a severe illness some time before 
his death.

THE VERY LAST SMOKE 


Taking the last smoke of the 
day when in bed is a dangerous 
habit that may cause a _ seriou3 
fire and even take the. smoker’s 
life.

Far to the north, in the quiet 
dark marshes and along the 
stream banks in the forested parts 


of the province, lives a nimble- 
footed mouse-sized mammal with 
the amazing ability to walk on 
top of the water. Actually, this in- 
teresting animal runs rather than 
walks and does manage to keep 
on the surface for sho.t runs. 
Sorex palustris, the Water Shrew 
~he’s not at all a mouse, though 
he much resembles one—can also 
dive under the water. He swims 
rapidly, as fast as a fish, and 
often catches small fish for food! 
This shrew is well adapted for 
swimming, having a fringe of 
stiff hairs on its large hind feet 
and toes; the middle toes are even 
partly webbed. Most mammals 
can swim, even cats, though they 
don’t like water very much. There 
are records of rabbits, squirrels, 
woodchucks, bobcats, mice and 
many other species :swimming’ for 
one purpose or another. The otter, 
mink, muskrat and beaver, of 
course, are excellent swimmers. 
The Water Shrew alone, however, 
holds limelight for capering on 
top of the water, Bubbles of air 
held in the hairs on its feet seem 
to afford it support on the sur- 
face tension of water. 


Like all shrews, it has tiny 
‘eyes, a long snout, and many 
sharp teeth: quite unlike those of 
a rodent. This shrew has a tail 


-almost. as long as its body. Its 


diet, so far as we know, consists 
of aquatic and other insects, fish, 
fish eggs, and various inverte- 
brates. 

Officially, this dark, 5 inch-long 
shrew is known only from Prince 
Albert National Park, but it pre- 
sumably occurs over most of the 
forested region of the north. We

of her own totally deaf five-year- | 
old son and a_ hard-of-hearing 
daughter, a young Regina mother 
has set in motion an organization 
which will provide them with spe- 
cial classes next fall. 

Six weeks ago, Mrs. Verva Des- 
rosiers began contacting ear spe- 
cialists and speech therapists in 
the city to find other mothers with 
problems like her own. Four cases 
came to light. Newspapér adver- 
tising, afternoon radio broadcasts 
and an announcement at Sunday 
services in more than 30 city 
churches brought enquiries from 
four more young couples in Re- 
gina and others at Yorkton, Este- 
van, Glenavon and Rockglen. 


“We haven't thought up a name 


| for, the organization yet, but. what 


really matters is that we have 
eight children registered for class- 
es, a teacher has been hired and 
tuition will begin early in Septem- 
ber,” says Mrs. Desrosiers. 

Regina residents attending the 
first meeting were Mr.’ and Mrs. 
Desrosiers, Mr. and Mrs, T. Howe, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Dureau, and Mr. 
and Mrs. D. Robson. Each couple 
has ‘a deaf child not yet old 
énough to attend Saskatchewan 
School for the Deaf at Saskatoon. 

“These pre-school - years are 
some of the best learning years,” 
according to Mrs, Desrosiers, her- 
self a former  school-teacher. 
“When they get to the school for 
the deaf many of these children 
will be past the age where they 
feel a‘real urge to speak. They 
will have found they can get along 
without it.” 

The second meeting of the or- 
ganization was attended by 22 
people, including three speech 
therapists and W. G. Bates, super- 
visor of guidance for the depart- 
ment of education. 

It has been estimated that the 
special classes will cost between 
$2,500 and $3,000 a year, with the 
cost to each family amounting to 
about $25 a.month, There. are 
hopes that this can be reduced to 
about $18 a month. Contributions 
will be on a sliding scale, accord- 
ing to income, so that no hard-of- 
hearing or deaf child need forego 
the benefit of pre-school. tuition 
because of his parent’s financial 
limitations. 

“We are going to have lots of 
financial problems,” says Ted Des- 
rosiers, who has. been elected 
chairman of the organization, To 
help out, fathers of children reg- 
istered for classes are to build 
school furniture, sand tables, cup- 
boards and a desk for the teacher. 
They are also looking around for 
toys to be used in play therapy. 

“It is important that deaf chil- 
dren of this age should develop 
socially,” says Mr. Desrosiers, 
making a plea for contributions 
of unused toys. 

Primarily, however, the purpose 
of the classes will be to help chil- 
dren handicapped by hearing de- 
fects to develop some speech. It is 
planned to install amplifying 
equipment when classes have be- 
gun and. the organization is as- 
sured of its solvency.

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Electricity Is Safe 


If you use common sense 


“Here is what may happen it ‘you fall to use 
common sense.’ 


COMMON SENSE RULES: 
1. Employ a competent electrician to wire 
your home and farm buildings. 
2. Use approved | ‘appliances, equipment 
and cords,| 
3. Never handle cords nor equipment 
with wet hands or while standing in 
wet places. Almost all places are wet 
enough to cause a ground for electri- 
city. Wood and concrete floors. have 
moisture in them. 
Be familiar with directions for use of 
each piece of equipment—and operate 
it according to these directions. 
Extension. cords should not be run 
under rugs, over nails, nor around 
pipes or radiators, nor out-of-doors. 
Always pull the plug—not the cord 
when disconnecting, equipment. 
Always replace a blown fuse with an- 
other of the same rating. Never use 
anything else as a substitute for a fuse. 
. Never touch exposed wires until you 
have turned off the power. 
Call the nearest power office whenever 
your own service or the power line 
goes dead. 
Always ground portable tools such as 
drills, hand saws,.:sanders, etc. before 
plugging in. 
When moving tall machines or out- 
buildings, make certain there is ample 
room under all power linés. 
Infra-red heat lamp installation should. 
be of the best workmanship and ma- 
terial. Lamps should be suspended ‘by 
chain or heavy wire, never by the cord. 
They should have heat resistant porce- 
lain receptacles. Lamps should be pro- 
tected from moisture and mechanical 
injury by a reflector top and- hoop 
style guard underneath.

Locate and discon- 
nect lamp or appli- 
ance responsible.
